K.O.M.G.. M.A. LLD.s DCL : 
SOME REMINISCENCES.

Anyone who knows anything about Sir 
Charles Norton  Edgeeumbe Eliot, 
eapeciadly anyone who has conversed with 
him, will be ready to admit, that be 
in a remarkable man, The writer,’ whe 
has by occident cong across many of 
the prominent men in Great Britain 
--Mr. Lloyd George, Mr. Joseph Cham- 
perlain, Mr. Arthur Balfour, Lord 
Haldane, Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, and 
Mr, Bornard Shaw were among them-—is 
almost tempted to say that Sir Charles 
Bliot is the most remarkablo man with 
whom he has ever conversed. Compari- 
sons are said to 
ease they are very difficult. You caa- 
not very well compare the late Mr. 
Roosevelt with Lord Morley, age 
beth wero radicals, and both wrate for 
the newspapers. You cannot compare 
Sir Charles Eliot with ‘Bir Henry 
May, although — they hod be- 
lief in common. So it is impossible to 
compare Bir Charles Eliot with his con- 
tomporarics at Oxford. In the race for 
intellectual prizes he passed men who 
have become famous in world politica— 
Asquith, Milner, Curzon and 
others, It is probable that in any com- 
petition or examination held to-day 
concerning scholarship or European 
diplomacy of the pre-war daye he would 
heat any rival, 

A Chinese writer says:—'' First comes 
the scholar, because his mind’ is saperior 
to wealth, and it is, the’ intellect that 
distinguishes man above the lowen order 
of beings tind enablts him to find food 
and rayment and shelter for himself: and 
for other creatures.” The farmer is 
placed next " because the mind cannat 
act without the body, and the body cnn- 
not oxist without food, so that farming 
is wasential to the existence of man, 
especially in civilised society." The 
mechanic comes third ‘ because next to 
food, shelter is a necessity, and the man 
who builds a house comes next in hon- 
our to the man who provides food." 
Next comes the tradesman, and, perhaps, 


in a mercantile community, one ought to 
apologise for quoting why he comes 
f pn the list. ‘owever, ‘the 
old writer says of him:—“ His ogoupa- 
tion—‘ shaving ' both sides, the prod 
and consumer,—tempts him, the 
honestly, hencs his low grades.” ‘ f

Sir Charles was not an 
average man. ' Yet he was human gnough 
to be sensitive of the opinion of others, 
while in this Colony. 

Above all elec, Sir Charles Eliot im- 
pressed one as a profound thinker. You 
might believe that his deductions were 
wrong; you might conclude that he was 
not practical; you might even 80 
dazzied by his flashes of knowledge a6 
to be unable to understand his real out- 
lock on life; but you could never sup- 
pos: that his was on ordinary intellect. 
And yet, as if to contradict the German 
theory of the “ superman,’ you would 
find that bis mind had its limits. 

SIX YEARB IN HONGKONG. 

Louking bach over the six yearn (1012 
y8) during which Sir Charles Eliot Te- 
sided in Hongkong, the impression that 
remains uppermost in the mind of one 
who saw a great deal of him is that 
this Colony was too smal) a place for 
him. He had his duties to perform; 
nobody would dare to say that be wos 
not a strenuous worker, But he never 
really lived the Hongkong life. Perhaps 
he worked too hard at his books. He 
seemed, by reason of his great intellect, 
isolated. It haa been said of some other 
man that “he did not suffer fools glad- 
ty.’ Bir Charles Eliot was far 100 polite 
ever to show that he was bored ; but he 
had been used to such utlerly different 
aurroundings. He had fenced with some 
of the keenest intellects in Europe. He 
had lived many years of his life in the 
highly-charged political atmosphere of 
the Continent. He was in the Embassies 
of Petrograd, Constantinople, and Serbia, 
and he knew the excitement of being near 
“the powder magazine’ which gub- 
sequently shattered Europe. 

Tho expericnoes and the interests of 
Bir Charles Efiot were quite different 
to those of the other dwellers in this 
little Colony. Ho had a world-wide 
reputation ; nobody else in the island 
possessod that. He had met, and knew 
personally, 
statesmen in Europe. 
course, people in Hongkong with whom 
he was intimate; but, for all that, he 
was not a frequenter of the Club, the 
race-course and similar githerings. Whilo 
ti Hongkong, he passed most of hia life in 
his study. 
- He was ‘intensely interested in Asiatic 
problems. That interest existed before 

pted the invitation 10 become the 

Vice-Chancellor of the University 
of ongkong; it was probably the 
reason why be came here. His mind was 
cast in a mould which made hin under- 
stand the outlock of thy people—or at 
any rate the learned mien--of Chinn. Ho 
had their reverence for learning, especial- 
ly for classical knowledge. He was the 
only Englishman in this Colony, if not 
in the whole Empire, who could hope 
to compete with Chinese scholars in o 
memory test, If had commenced 
young enough he might have won the 

Hanlin degree It is not impossible, 
although ho is fifty-five years of uge, that 


he could: pass the tests in a few years, 
if be tried to do #0. 


His scholarship was that of the study ; 
he did not work in a laboratory. It 18, 
perbaps, unfair to soy that ho was not 
a scientist, because he was a very great 
—if not actually the greatest—authority 
op smell pea-animala, At tho Univer- 
sity, he gave two delightful leetures on 
subjects connected with Nataral History. 
But, for all that, ho loved to work with 
words os tools rather than to work with 
metals dr measuring appliances. His

& RECLUSE. 


He did noy study science; he took up 
a section of it named Biology, and he 
became a specialist in a sub-section of 
that, subject. Ho wag not excited about 
the wonderful new discoveries of thiy ago; 
the announcement of the electron theory 
wag less to him than the unearthing of] 
sole ancient manuscript jn Central Asia, 
Ho was no believer in the spirit theories 
and practices of Sir Oliver Lodge and 
his friends; and yet i seemed that, while 
in Hongkong, the subjcct that interested 
bim most of all. was the religious belief 
of the various races. 


Sir Charles Elio¢ was a bachelor, but 
he liked socicly. He knew all about 
human nature; as 2 diplomatist, ho was 
‘'g mon of the world.” There never was 
a host who thought more of the cnter- 
tainment of hig guests. Ho was, while in 
Hongkong, something of n recluse; but 
ho liked. musio and conversation. Ho did 
not display any affection for children. 
On many occasions he was moat amusing 
and: his-anccdotes were alwaya good. It 
jg anid to-day thot, hia epecch at an 
Oxford and Cambridgo dinner in Hong: 
kong wes the most clover and entertaining 
cever delivered within the memory of ony- 
one present, ; 


While he was in this Colony, ho proved,

Sir Charles Eliot was not an orator 
and he probably disliked speaking in 
public, Mr, Lloyd George's apeeches are 
suid to sound much belter than they 
read.

We 
somewhat lethargic British were not with 
out blame, for that propaganda should 
have been countered from tne beginning. 
Sir Charles Eliot gave his address; it wig 
very fine; it wig persuasive, not pedantic 5 
and certainly it was not nesertive, Lt should 
have been circulated of a pamphlet an 
thousands al] over China, for it was aa 
cement, for Anglo-Chineae friendship. 
To-day it ig just a memory—the writer 
of these sketchy reminiscences has nover

THE BELIEF IN THE UNIVERSITY. 


Bir Charles Elio, firmly believed in the 
mission of the University of Hongkong. 
Of all political events none interested 
him more than thig question of Anglo- 
Chinese friendship. He thought that 
whilo wo British have a great deal to 
give to China in tho, way of Western 
Science so we can learn much from the 
wisdem, accumulated during Many ages, 
in Chins.

He particularly em- 
phasized the advantage of it to students 
coming from different parts of China.
